Another radio station was in the field 150 meters north of kilometer 
stone 3.0 of the Orocsenhain-Dresden road. Hie radio mat, -bout 
lj meters high and taller than the telephone soles at its side, was 
braced by six guy wires at the top. About five or six wire circles 
were fitted on the mast at distances of 1 to lj meters. A truck and 
two doviet soldiers wore beside the mast. (2) 

Two more radio stations, each consisting of n vast 1< '»{««' high an! 
a^truck beside it, were seen. One was in the ilelds 100 meters east 
of kilometer stone 5.0 on the Orossenhain-Drasdon road.
